LOCATION:  Metro Center, north of I-265, west of the Cumberland River, South of 
Vantage Way; Nashville, Davidson County. 

 

WATERSHED DESCRIPTION:  Cumberland River Watershed (HUC 05130202). Surrounding 

land use is commercial, I-265 and the Cumberland River. The wetland is dominated by 
cottonwood, cocklebur, and cattails. It is a Tier 1 wetland. Hydrology is direct precipitation and 

localized runoff. 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: The proposed project involves the construction of an automotive 
dealership.  This will require the placement of fill in 0.52 acres of jurisdictional wetland. 

Compensatory mitigation will consist of the debit of credits from the Harpeth Wetland 
Mitigation Bank at a 2:1 ratio or 1.04 credits.

received within thirty days of the date that this notice is posted. Comments will become part of  
the record and will be considered in the final decision. The applicant’s name and permit number 

should be referenced. 

 

Interested persons may also request in writing that the department hold a public hearing on this 
application. The request must be filed within the comment period, indicate the interest of the 

person requesting it, the reasons that the hearing is warranted, and the water quality issues being  

raised. When there is sufficient public interest in water quality issues, the department will hold a 
public hearing.
